THE EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 


The session of the Provincial Teach- 
ers’ Association of British Columbia 
Suggests some practical problems in edu- 
cation which are rapidly coming to the 
fore for consideration. These have been 
diecuseed from time to time in the Col- 
~onfat, It is bearing in on the minds of 
those who discern the signs of the times 
that the public will soon come to demand 
& more practical bent to the system 
whieh ie in vogue. In referring to the 
system, we have reference to the sys- 
tems of education which are generally 
Sn vogue. The system in British Co- 
Sumbie is very much like that in the 
other provinces, and the system in Qun- 
ada generally is founded on types found 
in other countries, The differences are 
simply those of efficiency and standard. 
So far as efficiency is concerned, we 
believe that the system if British Co- 
jumbia is thoroughly up to date so far 
as “up to date” means being in accord 
with the tenets and requirements of the 
profession generally. Its standard is| 
high and well maintained. As educa-| 
tion goes the world over, we are in the 
firing line.

“knowledge is power” became an ac- 
cepted truth, As criminals and paupers 
and the “submerged” classes generally.

With 
many improvements in methods over 


those described by Inspector Hughes in 
his lecture last eveninig, we have still 
failed tv realize what is the begin-all 
and end-all of public school instruction, 
namely, the training to fill a special 
splere in after life, to perform some 
mission successfully, to make the most 
of our opportunities, to extract the great- 
est comfort and happiness out of lifé, 
te be of the greatest possible benefit 
to the community. Our eystem has 
failed in justifying the claims made for 
popular education, and we can attribute 
it to the creation of many of the most 
dificult’ problems in the world today. 
That there should be free aud universal 
education is the most fundamental postu 
late of government; but to meet the re- 
quirements that our system has helped 
to create there must be radical revision 
of our conceptions of what education 
should consist of and lead to.

Not that any gen- 
eral means of imparting intelligence can 
he established without system, or organ-| 
ization, but that the system has raised 
itself up by its experts and exponents. 
following the historical example, to a 
tank of importance above ite true ob- 
jects. A system is one of the hardest 
things to fight against. This is true of 
poh , of religion, of everything. When 
you undertake to reform abuses or in- 
troduge amendments you are contront- 
ed by a solid phalanx of those whose 
interests or prejudices are opposed to 
change. So the educational system has 
éurrounded itself with a bodyguard of 
experts, to disregard whose advice means 
revolution in the system. Readers of 
Francis Bacon will remember how he 
railed against the. Aristotellian tenets of | 
philosophy, which had fastened them- 
selves upon the world of learning in 
uch a way as to resist all further prog- 
ress. The minds of men had become 
enslaved by them, because they had be- 
come to be accepted at one time as prac- 
tically the. ultimate reach of thought. 
Aristotle was a great philosopher, and 
he is even yet great by-comparison, but 
ris judgment was not final as we know 
today. So Bacon found investigation 
and acceptance of other ideas practically 
barred by what the professional expon- 
ents of philosophy in his day could not 
or would not admit, as being unorthodox.
